Indian Territory, Kansas, Nebraska and

7,509,701, showing that there has been a re- 
duction in the cost of the service the past 
year of about $110,000, while the mileage 
has increased nearly a million.

The Department of State has been ap- 
prised by Judge Bingham, United States 
Minister at Tokei, of the delivery to the 
Government of Japan of the Treasury 
draft for $785,000, the amount of the in- 
demnity fund returned to that Government 
by the United States. In accepting this 
sum the Minister of Foreign Affairs of 
Japan expressed in the most cordial terms 
the appreciation of his Government at the 
equity and justice constantly manifested 
by the United States toward Japan, and al- 
ludes with much satisfaction to the present 



Hon. John Bright delivered an address 
before twenty thousand people at Birming- 
ham, England, on the 13th. After an elo- 
quent allusion to the war which abolished 
slavery in America, he said : "I believe the 
next election for President will be fought 
on free trade lines. The great people of 
the United States will declare it to be the 
inalienable right of every American citizen 
to spend his money in the world's cheapest 
markets." 

Nihilists' Sentences Commuted. 

The Czar has commuted the death sen- 
tences of the Nihilists Boganavitch, Telaloff 
and Boutsevitch to penal servitude for an 
indefinite period. He reduced the life sen- 
tence of Stefanovitch to eight years' penal 
servitude, and the sentences of the woman 
Lisofskava and Pribyleva to four years. 
He also mitigated the sentences of Gruen- 
berg, Boxcisch and Juschkowa. 

■ 

The archbishop of Quebec has issued a 
mandate discountenancing any connection 
by his flock with secret societies, including 
labor unions. 

Precautionary measures on an exten- 
sive scale are taken to prevent a rescue of 
the prisoners concerned in the dynamite 
conspiracy on trial at London, while being 
conveyed to and from Court. Twelve 
mounted policemen with drawn swords sur- 
round the van containing the prisoners, 
and policemen with drawn revolvers ride 
inside the wagon. The streets are cleared 
to allow the rapid passage of the vehicle. 

Considerable excitement has been caused 
at Cairo, Egypt, on account of the con- 
version of a young Mohametan by Ameri- 
can missionaries. Arab fanatics attempted 
to maltreat the convert, but British Consul 
Walet protected him. It is probable he will 
be sent to Cypress for safety. 

It is stated that in consequence of the 
riots during coronation week the chief of 
the Moscow police will be replaced by the 
chief of the St. Petersburg police. The 
principal St. Petersburg firms have been 
required to furnish written promises not to 
give their workmen a holiday on the occa- 
sion of the Czar's State entry, the object be- 
ing to prevent further disorders. 

Dr. Gallagher, Wilson, Whitehead and 
Curtin have been found guilty at London 
for dynamite conspiracy, and sentenced t 
penal servitude for life. Bernard Galli 
gher and Ansburgh were found not guilty. 

It is believed the Dublin police are 
nizant of the fact that a society has re 
ly been formed there for removing the 
informers who testified in the late trials, 
particularly James Carey. 

The village of Valloires, in the depart- 
ment of Savoy, France, was burned a few 
days ago. The inhabitants barely escaped 
with their lives. All the live stock, inclu- 
ding one hundred head of oxen, perished. 

LATEST M \\ V 

The official report of the bombardment 
of Majunge by the French fleet, off Mada- 
gascar, says five vessels opened fire on the 
town and forts, mounting thirty guns. A 
portion of the town was destroyed by fire, 
but the American' houses escaped injury. 
The garrison of 2,000 men retreated. The 
French sustained no loss. 

A meeting will be held in St. Louis, in 
July, of representatives of the River Im- 
provement Commissions of the various 
cities along the Mississippi, to devise a 
plan for securing further appropriations 
for the improvement of the river. 

Great surprise has been caused at Ypsi- 
lanti, Mich., by the suspension, by the 
Government authorities, of the Postmaster, 
Captain Clinton Spencer, who is behind in 
his accounts $1,500. He was much re- 
spected. 

At a banquet given in Philadephia to 
George W. Fiss and Charles H. Baues, re- 
tiring wool dealers, a few evenings since, 
the aggregate wealth of the guests 
amounted to $15,000,000. The dinner cost 
$25 a plate. 

The missing Judge Krum, of St. Louis, 
is behind, it has just been discovered, 
from $40,000 to $50,000 in his accounts, as 
administrator of the Ford estate. The de- 
tective who found him on board a Central 
Pacific train coming east, has returned to 
St. Louis. The Judge had purchased a 
ticket for Salt Lake, but he left the train at 
some intermediate point unknown to the 
detective, and no trace of him has since 
been found. He was traveling under the 
name of James Rielly. 

Attorney General Brewster says 
nothing further could have been done by 
the Government in the Star-route trial. 
The President directed that no pains or ex- 
pense be spared to bring the offenders to 
justice,and his direction was followed. It is 
stated that the President is entirely satis- 
fied with the Attorney General's course in 
the matter. Dorsey was serenaded on the 
evening of the 15th.

It is also reported that Reuben Kendall, 
colored, was arrested yesterday afternoon 
at Cassville^ W. Va., and Dabney Jones, 
colored, at Coalsburg, W. Va., for com- 
plicity in the same terrible crime. The ar 
rests are based upon alleged confessions of 
the crime made by Direly to a colored man 
emploved to work in the case, and to Em- 
ma Twine, a colored girl at Charleston, W.

For this crime, which it is alleged Direly 
confesses to having committed in company 
with the other two, George Ellis was 
lynched at Ashland early last year, and 
Ellis Craft and Wm. Neal were sentenced 
to hang. Both the latter were granted new 
trials, and Craft was again sentenced to 
hang. Neal is yet to be tried.

Neal was then asked about Ellis' motives 
in making the statements that he did, re- 
plied: "I don't know; I know he lied on 
me. I feel now as I always did, the same 
old Neal. No man that knows us can say 
anything against us. Craft and I have 
worked together peacefully, and for men to 
treat us as they did is the most scandalous 
thing in the world."

Ashland, Ky., June 13.— The citizens of 
Ashland think the arrest of the negroes for 
the Gibbon's murder is a hoax. It has 
caused no excitement here. One of the 
negroes arrested has been brought to Cat- 
lettsburg, but the fact is hardly mentioned. 

It is what the people here thought would 
be done as the last effort to save Craft's 
neck. A correspondent talked with many 
of the citizens this morning, and they all 
treat tile subject as a joke. Dabney Jones 
was formerly of this place, but has never 
been suspicioned of anything of that kind.

horrible tragedy at 12:15 o'clock Sunday 
morning. The house is owned by Mr. 
Joseph Pollock, proprietor of the Broadway 
fiouring-mills, one of the most upright and 
ible of our citizens. The room where 
the tragedy was enacted was occupied by hi* 
son, Charles Pollock, and his young wife. 
The couple were married six months ago and 
were fondly attached to each other, their 
affection being increased by the anticipated 
arrival of an animated treasure which was 
to bless their union. In the past years Pollock, 
who is twenty-eight years old, was of dis- 
sipated habits, but his marriage promised 
to effect a complete reform. However, 
during the past three weeks he has been 
drinking freely, and apparently laboring 
under some excitement. During the after- 
noon Saturday young Pollock tried to bor- 
row a revolver from several of his friends 
and being unsuccessful was compelled to 
hire one from a gunsmith. He went 
home about midnight, and was ad- 
mitted by his mother, who was surprised to 
feel her son's arms around her neck and h> 
kisses showered on her face. He to id 'her 
that he must say good-bye, that he was -on- 
to leave her, and, calling out a farewell to 
his father, walked up-stairs to his wif-'g 
room. What transpired in the room before 
the tragedy will forever remain a mystery. 
Within half an hour after his arrival home 
a female member of the household, Mr*. 
Koss, was awakened by the screams of her 
sister-in-law, who cried out: "0, Charley! 
don't, Charley, don't!" followed by a pistol 
shot. Mrs. Ross ran to the room, but in the 
hall met the murdered woman, who fell to 
the floor. Passing her, Mrs. Ross entered 
the fatal chamber just as the shot was fired 
which killed the unhappy husband and 
brother. Returning to the wife, 
Mrs. Ross turned her over, and 
found that her spirit had fled, and in 
twenty minutes the suicide had breathed 
his last. The murdered woman was barely 
eighteen years of age, and her maiden name 
was Clara Clendennin. She was pretty in 
feature and of irreproachable character. 
Nothing that she has done could cause jeal- 
ousy on the part of her husband, and he 
never intimated that the green-eyed 
monster had taken possession ol 
him. During the past week 
Mrs. Pollock visited her parents in 
Petersburg, and only returned home Satur- 
day afternoon. Pollock seemed to be anx- 
ious for her arrival, and met her at the de- 
pot They had no quarrel, and the 
only theory of the tragedy is that liquor 
had turned the young man's brain, as he 
complained that something ailed his head. 
The bullet that caused Mrs. Pollock's 
death entered her right side above the 
breast and ranged downward. Pol- 
lock's death was caused by a ball 
which entered his right side and passed en- 
tirely through the body. Neither of the 
parties spoke a word after being shot. There 
is no doubt that Pollock laid his plans for 
accomplishing the double deed at an early 
hour Saturday, as he telephoned to Peters- 
burg to know if his wife was coming home, 
seeming anxious for her arrival. The two 
bodies will be buried in one grave this after- 
noon. The tragedy has caused great excite- 
ment in the city. 

Burial of the Remains of John Howard 
, Payne. 

The remains of John Howard Payne, the 
author of "Home, Sweet Home,'' after 
thirty years' burial in the land of his exile, 
were on Saturday finally laid at rest in the 
bosom of his native land, in Oak Hill Cem- 
etery, in the presence of a distinguished as- 
semblage and with ceremonies appropriate 
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formed at the ' Corcorai 
lery, and, preceded by the Marine Band» 
and followed by the local military, 
proceeded to Oak Hill Cemetery, when 
fully 5,000 people were assembled. The re- 
mains of the poet, which were inclosed in a 
beautiful white metal casket, were placed 
on a temporary stand, wreathed in Mowers. 
The stand of honor was occupied by the 
President, the venerable W. W. Corcoran, 
Bishop Pinkney, Secretaries Frelindiuy- 
sen, Teller, Lincoln and Fol-er, 
Cenerals Sherman and Hancock. Mrs. 
Baker, Mr. O. N. Payne and Mr. and Mrs. 
Lu'iuer, relatives of the poet. Among the 
audience were ex-Secretary Blaine. Senators 
Conger, Morgan and Lapham, and Hon. 
A. M. Bliss. The excretes opened with a 
reading Craa the twenty-third chapter of 
Genesis bv Rev. Mr. Leonard, after 
which the Philharmonic Society rendered in 
acceptable style the " Last Judgment." Mr. 
Robert S. Chilton delivered, with effect, an 
original poem, beginning with the lines:

The monument was then unveiled. The 
shaft, of white marble, surmounted by the

The burial services were then read 
by Bishop Pinkney, and the remains ol 
Payne were placed on their last resting 
place in the vault under the monument.

insect powder may be applied to destroy 
insects: As dry powder; as a fume; as 
an alcoholic extract diluted by simple 
stirring of the powder in water; as a 
tea or aecoction. The powder may be 
diluted with ten times its bulk of flower 
or any finely pulverized material, as 
wood ashes. It is recommended to mix 
the powder and other material twenty- 
four hours before use. 

— For an ornamental hedge the Japan 
quince (Cydonia Japonica) is highly 
recommended. It is hardy, and does 
not throw up any suckers and spread. 
The common sort, with scarlet bloom, 
thdugh beautiful, is the best for this 
purpose. It seldom bears fruit, but 
other varieties fruit considerably, ami 
the seedlings from them grow and bear 
transplanting well; and their varied 
bloom renders them a highly ornamental 
and conspicuous hedge plant. 

—A delicious and inexpensive raisin 
cake is made of two eggs, one cup and 
a half of sugar, two-thirds of a cup of 
butter, one cup of sweet milk, two cups 
and a half of flour, three teaspoonf uls of 
baking powder or two teaspoonfuls of 
cream of tartar, and one of soda; one 
cup of rasins, cloves, and cinnamon to 
suit your taste, one cup of stoned and 
chopped raisins. It is the experience of 
most cooks that cake made with cream 
of tartar and soda will keep moistlonger 
than that made with baking powder, 
but the powder is so convenient to use 
that it has almost superseded the other. 
Do not frost this cake, but bake until 
the top is a dark brown.— N. Y. Post. 

Adulterations of Food. 

A system of inspection is neccessary 
to protect the public from the adultera- 
tion of food, which is common in this 
country, especially in the poorer quarters 
of our large cities, where the prices are 
low and the purchasers not fastidious. 

Chemicals are used in bread made of 
inferior flour, to give it apparent purity, 
one of the commonest articles of adulter- 
ation being alum, which is also used in 
some baking-powders. Wheat-bread is 
adulterated by starch, and when it is 
sold by weight the bakers endeavor to 
keep as much -^vater as possible in the 
loaf. This is done by mixing rice-flour 
or boiled potatoes with the dough, the 
starch in them absorbing and holding a 
large proportion of moisture. 

But more objectionable adulterations 
are made, and among other things used 
are bone-dust, magnesia, chalk and 
sulphate of lime. Dr. Draper, the dis- 
tinguished chemist and analyst, 
says that scarcely a single article con- 
sumed by the poor is not more or less 
adulterated. Butter is mixed with flour, 
lard, suet and turnips. Cheese is mixed 
with starch and flour, and coffee is 
adulterated with raspings of bread, 
beans and burnt sugar. Cocoa and 
chocolate are mixed with sugar, starch 
and flour, and the latter material is 
again used in reducing the strength and 
cheapening mustard. 

Dr. Doremus once stated that he had 
only found one brand of pickles which 
did not contain a dangerous deposit ol 

Large quantities of unwholesome 
meat are sold to the poor, such as 
poultry which has been thrown out oi 
the better class of markets; "bob"' veal, 
the meat of calves killed too soon aftei 
birth, and beef that comes from animals 
that have been unhealthy before slaugh- 
tering. 

The adulteration of candy with 
glucose, white clay and other deleterious 
substances, not to mention the coloring 
matter, is a most deplorable fact, in 
view of the enormous consumption ol 
the article.— Youth's Companion. 

How Weeds May be Serviceable. 

The best thing that can happen to a 
field almost worn out, in default of some 
action on the part of the farmer, is to 
raise one good crop of Canada thistles. 
Thistles, and all other plants with long 
tap-roots, will grow regardless of the 
impoverished condition of the soil, as 
they obtain the necessary plant food far 
below the surface, and the plants or 
root, decaying at or near the surface, 
prove beneficial. The roots of thistles 
bring to the surface the elements of 
fertility obtained many feet below. I 
do not wish to be understood as advocat- 
ing the use of anv weed for the purpose 
of restoring fertility. But I do argue 
that when Canada thistles take posses- 
sion of a field that is being impoverished 
by injudicious cropping, they will do 
much to sustain the soil, not only be-
